Of ibis clnuso Mr. floaty has from lime td 
time, very fully availed himself ; and it be- 
ing quite cnnijiflient undor tho provisions o1 
this act lor him lo do so, the puhlio Mmply 
have lo pay oi.y charge, within tho maxim- 
um, which tho proprietor of the roads may 
think proper to impose. The abominably 
disgraceful slate of iho Yonge Street road is 
the execration of nil who travel upon it ; 
miles of this leading thoroughfare have had 
neither labor nor ma oriul up m Ihcm since 
they nave been in the hands of ilm present 
proprietor, whoso object appears io he .sold v 
to moke he largest possible promt, rgirdiess 
of tho public safety or convenience. M my 
pans' of tho Mre;t aro positively unsafe, and 
it is every whore so rough, with so much loose 
stuff upon it, thai horses can scarcely be 
driven oui of n walk without a risk of lam- 
ing lliem. Such is tho natural consequence 
of placing public properly in iho hands of 
private speculators, and submitting the public 
safety and accommodation lo iho custody of 
those who actuated only by dnsire of private 
gain, Within tho fast low days an increased 
toll has been levied equal to Iwenty-fivoper 
cent upon iho previous extravagant charge. 
Taking tlio average of ihe four miles inter-
